gantic tubes through, which, within three years, 
residents of this city of speed will be hurtled 
to office in the morning and back to their homes 
at ni«ht. 


They are tubes of the Fulton atrcet subway 


branch, another tunnel*through the sub-sea sand 
between Manhattan and Brooklyn. Eventually 
lined with concrete.and tile and threaded with 
rails, they will afford subterranean passage for 
swift trains of steel, gorged with impatient per- 
sons. 


CXDER PRESSURE 


In effect, a trip into the tunnels,,SO feet below 


the river's surface, is like descending in a diving 
suit, except that an elevator takes one to the! 
mouth, where entrance is made through locks i 
into air'of 35 pounds pressure to e. square inch.;

HAMME&S AND NAILS 


By Alice Judson Peale 


A hammer is no gentle toy. In 


fact, at first glance it scarcely seems 
a toy at all. Yet hammers appeal to 
the little child for several reasons. 
They are bonafitie tools which even 
the Olympic adult finds necessary. 
They are so made that little hands 
can grasp them readily. 


They suggest large swinging move- 


ments which the child enjoys. They 
make a great deal of noise. The pro- 
cess of actually hammering nails in- 
to a block of wood challenges him by 
its initial difficulty and thrills him 
with the sense of power.that comes 
with achievement. 


But hammers certainlv are dancrer-1 


ous. A 
destructive child who has 


been given a hammer will light out 
in all directions, regardless of who 
or what is in the way. Even if he 
is only awkward he can hurt him- 
self and inflict a good deal of dam- 
age. 


Are hammers then, a good sort of 


toy to put into the hands or a. child 
of three or under? They are. They 
merely require our careful supervi- 
sion in the early stages of their use. 
The destructive child needs to learn 
that whenever he uses his hammer 
for other than legitimate purposes it 
is at once taken away. After a few 
repetitions this lesson sinks in. 


The awkward baby needs to be 


given plenty of room in which to 
make his first efforts. At first he 
can use his hammer either to crush 
pebbles in the yard or to pound 
broad headed nails into blocks of 
wood. "When he first attempts to 
pound a nail, we should set it for 
him with its point just through the 
wood. No matter how clumsily he 
wields his tool we must refrain from 
showing him how to hold and swing 
it. It is better for him to discover j 
these things for himself. Soon he 
will be able tj set his own nails and 
will drive away lustily and with sur 
prising skill.

Railroad 
men said Tuesday that this award, 
affecting the valuation of one of the 
country's smallest roads, had act- 
ed like the release of a spring^allow- 
ing profits to accure to stockholders 
of the carriers, *at a. normal rate and 
permitting the laws of supply and 
demand to enter into the Using of 
rates, as -ssell as governmental regu- 
lation. 


The decision vpset the valuation 


placed on the St. Ixjuis and O'Fallon 
and compels the interstate 
com- 


men-e commission to give considera- 
tion to replacement values in valua- 
tions for rate making 
and other 


reg-ulatory purposes. 
The signi- 


ficance of this is that the former 
valuations, according to the car- 
riers, ha-xe been entirely too low. 
The law provides that the 
roads 


sha". be allowed to make 6 per cent 
oh their investment—that is, their 
investment as based on interstate 
commerce 
commission valuation. 


"With the new valuation in effect, the 
profits permitted under the law will 
surely be higher. 


AID IMPROVEMENT, BELIEVE 
Railroad' equipment men feel that 


the certainty of distributing savings 
turned into net profits, to sharehold- 
ers rather than passing it on to the 


• government, will encourage the im- 


provement of roadbeds and installa- 
tion of new equipment and conse- 
quent improvement of 
service to 


shippers and passengers. 


Municipalities throughout some 


sections of the west have feared that 
the decision might possibly result in 
curtailment of new

grams involving lines which, while 
they have great future possibilities,

jve, however, that the assurance 


that these new lines will be valued 
at what they cost now, instead of

In the former region the new lines 
now under consideration or projected 
call for expenditure of at least $10,- 
000,000.
